BLACK, OTHER IRON WORKERS IN MINNESOTA 
CERTIFIED FOR JOBLESS AID 


WASHINGTON -- Secretary of Labor William E. Brock announced that 
up to 840 iron workers, including blacks, of the Eveleth Taconite 
Company in Eveleth, Minnesota, have been certitied as eligible to 
apply for aid under the Trade Adjustment Assistance (TAA) program. 


Certified workers will receive cash benefits, training, job search, 
relocation allowances and other employment-related assistance. 


Workers produced taconite pellets (iron ore) at the Oglebay Norton 
facility of the company. Anyone totally or partially separated from 
a job at this facility on or after Aug, 1, 1984, is eligible to apply 
for TAA benefits under provisions of the Trade Act of 1974. 


The Office of Trade Adjustment Assistance conducted the fact-finding 
investigation which provided the basis for the certification. 


The program provides cash compensation for a total of 52 weeks at the 
same rate paid weekly for regular unemployment insurance in Minnesota. 
Eligible workers receive 52 weeks of payments minus the number of weeks for 
which they may have already collected Ul benefits. When enrolled in an 


approved training program, some workers may receive up to 26 additional weeks 
of cash benefits. 


The employment security agency in Minnesota will administer assistance 
through local offices.

FILLERS FROM THE U.S. DEPARTMENT OF LABOR 


Workers eligible for trade adjustment assistance may receive a 
relocation allowance to help them move their families and household goods 
to their new area of employment, plus a lump sum payment -- not to exceed 
$600 -- to help them get settled.” Workers may be paid 90 percent of their 
moving expenses, according to a U.S. Department of Labor fact sheet.

The Trade Adjustment Assistance program provides cash benefits 
called trade readjustment allowances, employability services, train- 
ing, and job search and relocation allowances to workers displaced 
from their jobs because of increased foreign imports , according to 
a U.S. Department of Labor fact sheet. 
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‘The U.S. Department of Labor's Bureau of Labor Statistics uses a 
scientific sample of homes, designed and selected by the Census Bureau, 
to prepare its monthly Employment Situation report, according to a 
Labor Department fact sheet. 
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The U.S. Department of Labor's Division of Cooperative Labor- 
Management Programs works with national unions, trade associations, 
productivity and quality of work life centers, and other organizations 
and government agencies in promoting joint labor-management solutions 
to workplace problems. 
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
